The  site  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture's animal  disease  laboratory  off  Long  Island,  New  York  has  been  declared  off- 
limits  to  the  general  public.  Research  on  the  island  is  directed  toward  one  goal:  help- 
ing keep  foreign  animal  diseases  out  of  the  United  States.  The  laboratory  itself  is  re- 
markable because  of  the  safety  precautions  which  must  be  taken  to  avoid  contaminating 
life  off  the  i sland. 

This  is  an  excellent  technical  treatment  of  a scientific  subject  of  specific  interest  to 
adult  farm  audiences.
